Too Much Freedom 

I T MAY SEEM to be a contradiction in character 
that the reputedly staid Britisher ia, in fact, an in¬ 
veterate gambler. 

We generally think of Americans as pretty fast 
with a buck, aa the saying goes; but this reputation 
vi as earned for them by the Mississippi riverboat pro- 
icssionals and the card-sharp* of the early west 
rather than today's visitors to Las Vegas and Reno. 

The Britisher, always anxious to take a flutter 
at the track, in recent years has spread his operations 
lo the football pools, where uncaleulable thousands 
are wagered in sums ranging from a few pe nnies to 
ixmnds. Legally operating bookmakers are prepared 
to name the odds on anything from a general election 
to a boat race. Crowds swarm to the betting booths 
a* the dog tracks. And with the legalizing of betting 
clubs, roulette and every other form of gambling are 
no longer clandestine affairs but flourishing openly— 
mainly in London’s Soho district. 

It is estimated—and admittedly conservatively— 
Ihut Britons are wagering in excess of a billion pounds 
a year; and this by a nation numbering only 55 
million. 

They make “Diamond Jim” Brady and his pals 
look like pikers. 

It is no wonder that the money-hungry gangs 
have moved in with their strong-arm ’ protection’* 
jackets and that London, like Chicago, New York, 
Los Angeles and Detroit, is experiencing the frighten¬ 
ing phenomenon of the gun-toting mobster. 

When one comes right down to it, there should 
Iw no more surprise at the British gambling propensity 
than at the invasion of the gangster. Drake and 
Raleigh and that breed were among the greatest 
gamblers who ever lived. So were the empire-builders 
like Cedi Rhodes. So were the men who founded the 
Hudson's Bay Company, the East India Company and 
the tea, silk and opium trade in China. They risked 
more than money. They frequently staked their Uvea. 

But the British are a little late in realizing that 
when the door is opened wide undesirables are going 
to come into the gaming business along with the 
customers. 

And once they are in, it will take an explosive 
force to get them out. 

British newspapers, shocked by violence, including 
gun killings in London, are demanding the immedi¬ 
ate overhaul of the Betting and Gaming Act no mat¬ 
ter which party wins a majority in the general elec¬ 
tion of March 31. The situation may demand drastic 
amendments, including the closing of the gambling 
dubs. There is no time to lose, certainly; and even 
now it may be too late to avoid ths painful const- ( 
quences of too much freedom.

All-Blacks to Visit 


Good news for trout fishermen is that they* have 
won a reprieve on the closing of Wolf and Council 
Lakes. The water board access gate to these lakes 
will not be closed ... at least not for the time being. 

The reprieve hai been wan by the efforts of the Victoria 
Fish and Game Club and access committee member Bob 
Kennedy eras warmly applauded when he made the announce¬ 
ment at Monday's meeting. 

But, fishermen and other recreationists will have to guard 
their access privilege carefully. 

The two lakes -bottoms and all—are owned by the Kapoor 
Company which It controlled rointly by the Mayo Company 
and the Kapoor interest* looked after by two sisters in India 

It was the sisters who visited here last year who ordered 
thr closing of the lakes to the public after they saw evidence of 
campfires on a huge sawdust pile at the lakeshore and some 
rubbish left by campers and picnickers. 

ITte water board didn't want to shut the gate, but was bound 
to by an agreement with the Kapoor Company In exchange 
lor certain rights. Mayo didn't want to clow the area. The 
sisters did, and they had the final say. One ace-ta-the-hole 
was that there Is a gazetted access to Council Lake and high¬ 
ways department officials indicated they would look favorably 
upon building an access road, U other access routes were 
barred. 

I Now. after meeting with Fish and Game Club represent¬ 
atives. forest consultant Frank Rainsford. who manages the 
area for Kapoor, says the matter has been re-considered and 
as it stands now the closure won't be established. 1 

But he suggest that the fish “and game club and other 
users could do something about cleaning up the area and even 
plant clover over the sawdust pile. If recreatkmists showed an 
interest it might make a favorable impression upon the Kapoor 
sisters who will make another visit in April, he Indicated. 

Council and Wolf Lakes are on the edge of Victoria Water 
Board property, reached from the Shawnigan Lake cutoff, 
driving nearly to Leechtown and taking a main watar board 
road on the left, keeping straight ahead and left at the water 
board gate for Council and keeping right and right again at 
another water board gate for Wolf Lake. They are both good 
trout fishing lakes, stocked by the fish and wildlife branch, 
and also have become increasingly popular with Sunday pic¬ 
nickers. 

Those who like to use these lakes should realize the fish 
and game dub has won them access privileges. 

They can show their appreciation by joining the fish and 
game dub which has its headquarters at Stan William's Hunt¬ 
ing and Fishing. 1225 Government Since the fish and game 
clubs led the fight, and won. full public access to forest lands, 
membership has ironically dropped because "sportsmen" no 
longer have to be fish and game club members to gain access. 
Membership automatically carries a fl00.000 liability Insurance 
policy for Individual members. 

★ * * 

While on the subject of trout . . . now Is the time to get 
up and at them. This week's warm weather is just what Is 
needed, and let's just forget about last weekend . . . brr 

Trout are taking the fly In Cowlchan Lake's Marble Bay, 
both trolled and cast and are also taking spoons and lake 
trolls along the shore of Peter Edward’s Cedars Resort. Balt 
fishermen have been doing well at Shawnlgan and now is time 
for fly fishing at south end. Somenos. Quamichan. Fuller and 
Dougan are getting better eaeh week and all lakes in lower 
levels are worth a try. Cowlchan River Is producing trout 
along Its full length. 

Mid-week most rivers were ideal for steelheading, but some 
may be Iqw and require more fishing skill by the weekend. 
Murray Cree reports that Qua Ileum Rivers were "producing 
ateelhead like crazy.” Salmon River has been slow, but what 
fish have been taken have been big. Bob Davidson and Frank 
Dingwall both htt and lost steeihead in the 20-pound class. 

Salmon fishing has been slow, mostly because of weather. 
Blucbarks in Saanich Inlet, In the Senanus Island, Indian Bay. 
Willis Point and Go Id stream Island waters has been the big 
interest. Roy Smith bit a 17-pounder In Tod Inlet Sunday which 
may be the forerunner of the April run of springs. 

Sidney Spit. James Island and Taat Island hove boon pro¬ 
ducing springs.

That the National Hockey League had finally 
decided on expansion became obvious the day that 
league-president Clarence Campbell went on record 
with the statement that there would be enough talent 
to go around and that no trouble was anticipated in 
providing good personnel for the six new clubs. 

Up until then the faithful Campbell had hern fending off 
questions alxxit expansion with "where will the players come 
from -' ■— 

It s still a question that bothers a lot of people but you 
ran believe that finding ptayers for six extra NHL rlubs will 
l>e one of the lesser problems of expansion. As a matter of 
fact, it may be no problem at all if the six existing clubs Rre 
*s generous as it has been suggested they may be in sharing 
the hockey talent they control. 

That New York Rangers and Bosion Bruins have for some 
time been a considerable step below the other four rlubs is 
no more than a specious 'argument that there isn't enough 
hockey talent lo staff six major league rlubs. much less 12. 
All that proves, again, la that the talent isn't evenly distributed 
It goes in cycles and every NHL rlub has had its barren 
lieriods, usually when It has no sur>er-star like a Howe, or a 
Bcliveau or a Hull to make the difference. 

And that's all the difference there is. Take Hull and 
Mikita away from Chicago. Bcliveau and Richard from Mont¬ 
real, Howe and Ullman from Detroit and Pul ford and Keon 
from Toronto and you would have an NHL toss-up. Behind the 
top stars, the talent is much alike, nn<J there's a lot of if in 
tlie minor leagues that has gone undiscovered only because 
there were not enough job opportunities. 

To believe this, one has only to note what has hap)iened 
when emergencies, caused by intury or illness, have given 
players an unexpected NHL chance. 

Chicago Black Hawks would he nowhere this season with¬ 
out tlte fipe piny of defencemen Matt Ravlieh and Pat .Staple- 
tun Ravlich had placed six minor league seasons without 
recognition when injuries forced the Hawks to call on him last 
season. Stapleton was drafted by the Hawks for the express 
purpose of playing for St. Ixxiis In the Central league, was 
sent there after only a cursory training-camp look and called 
op only when injuries again struck the Chicago defence corps. 

Both took advantage of the chance to prove that all they 
needed was the chance. And the hockey woods are full of 
similar cases 

Toronto Manle I.eafs parked defenceman Ijirry Hillman 
off to Rochester last season and Hillman has shown since he 
was Yecalfed this season that he belongs in the NHL. And when 
more inluries gave more chance*. Toronlo got some cxco[>-

In yesterdays column I described some of the different 
forms and varieties of Amaranth us represented in the first 
Colonist free seed offer of 1966. In the 13 years I have been 
giving away seeds, I believe this is the first time I h*ve 
ever offered a mixture of different varieties. 

I Imagine the purists won’t be too keen on this mixture 
business, for when they sow a seed, they like to know before¬ 
hand how tall the plant will grow, what shape, what color. 
For my money, though, a mixed bag of seeds like this holds 
all the thrills of a sweepstake; you don't know what par¬ 
ticular kinds of Amaranthus will turn up from your packet of 
seeds. 

The luck of the draw can bring you anything from a 
eute little 10-Inch plant called Kls's-me-over-the-garden-gate, 
bearing plum-colored chenille tassels, to the monster four- 
foot Fountain of Fire, with flaming scarlet foliage. 

* * it 

As I pointed out earlier, the easy way to grow Amar¬ 
anthus is to scatter the seeds on the ground where they are 
to grow, then thin them out after they come up to give each 
plant sufficient elbow room. The seeds are small, so it is 
best not to cover them at all, but scatter them VERY 
thinly on the surface and allow the rain to wash- them in. 

Fra- varioas reasons, though, I think it is a wise move to 
•tart at least a few of your seeds Indoors or under glass. For 
one thing, you may lose all your outdoor-sown plants through 
sudden storm or hungry slug, and it is a good thing to have 
an ace in the hole in the form of a potful or two of indoor- 
started plants. 

There Is another reason, too, why it Is a good idea to 
give a few of your seeds a protected start in life. It is an 
unfortunate fact that when your outdoor plants come up. 
they look suspiciously like weeds at first, and I know of 
more than one case where precious Amaranthus seedlings 
have been pulled up by mistake. 

* ★ ★ 

By starting a few of your sekds'indoors, you get to know 
what the seedlings look like, and you will recognize your 
outdoor-sown plants when they put in an appearance, 

To run over again quickly my favorite method of start¬ 
ing small seeds indoors, use a clay flowerpot—any reason¬ 
able size will do. Scrub it thoroughly in hot, soapy water 
and put an inch of gravel or small pebbles in the bottom 
for drainage. 


Cover the stones with a layer of green moss, cr with a 
wad of four or five thicknesses of paper towel, then put 
in your soil. This could be purchased potting soil, or you 
can make up your own. mixing equal parts lifted garden 
topsoil, peat moss and coarse-grained sand. 

★ 4 * 

Fill to within half an Inch of the pot rim. making the 
soil very firm and level with the fingers. Water with boiling 
water, applied very slowly but giving enough to saturate all 
the soil In the pot. Scatter your seeds very thinly on the 
muddy surface and cover them with a quarter-inch layer 
of peat moss. Finally, stretch a sheet of plastic over the 
top of the pot and hold It In place with a rubber band. 

Place the pot In a warm place—I have been having 
unusual success in germinating seeds under the light and 
warmth of my desk lamp—and remove the plastic wrap as 
soon as the first seedling appears. The germination time for 
Amaranthus seeds, under favorable conditions, is about 
five days. 

★ * * 

Transfer to a sunny window of a cool room or to an 
unheated sun porch, and transplant the young plants to their 
outdoor position when about two inches tall. Remember, 
these plants must have full sun to bring out their vivid 
coloring.

NEW YORK (UPI) - Tv*o 
physician* offer this humble pie 
to all physicians: "Unfortun¬ 
ately..the explosive advance to 
our knowledge and capabilities 
in medicine does not differ from 
any other explosion Individuals 
exposed to it are Kabie to be 
harmed.”

Drs. Stanley G. Seckler and 
Ruth C. Spritzer were by no 
means the first doctor* to call 


attention to what have become 
known 1 aside medical science as 
"the diseases of medical pro¬ 
gress.” But they were the first 
to describe an actual "disease” 
of fatal outcome and long, 
stumbling duration. 

* * * 

They did 90 in a technical 
organ of the American Medical 
Association, to give point to the 
observation that whereas pro¬ 
gress in medical science and 
practice has reduced illnesses 
and deaths from naturally oc¬ 
curring diseases, "modern stan¬ 


dards of medical care have 
created an ever-increastiiR and 
diversified group of artificially 
induced diseases.” 

The "disease” they described 
had its beginning when a 
Chinese man was admitted to 
the (New York! city hospital 
centre, a teaching hospital, 
because he was jr.tmriiced. 

* * * 

He had had drug treatment 
for a small infection of tubercu¬ 
losis. One drug diminished hi* 
hearing; the ocher reacted in 
to* liver, causing the jaundice 


and later it was to react in a 
peptic ulcer. A dye was put into 
his vein* for a liver study and 
there was an allergic reaction . 
resulting in dermatitis. 

At the same time a sample of 
liver was taken by needle for 
biopsy which led to a bile 
infection which was treated by 
an antibiotic which depressed 
the bone marrow. Meanwhile the 
dermatitis and its allergic cause 
involved the kidneys. Adrenal 
hormones were administered for 
that condition anti the peptic 
ulcer. 


The next development was a 
psychosis and a perforation of 
the ulcer. This inflamed the 
intestinal lining and resulted in 
the patient's death 76 dayyafter 
his admission to the jWspttai. 
Autopsy revealed two acute 
ulcer* in addition to the perfor¬ 
ated one. advanced and multiple 
lung disease, and diseased 
state* of liver, rolon anti 
kidney*.

medicine has to offer, Dr*. 
Seckler and Spritzer com¬ 
mented: "Recent studies have 
shown that 20 per cent of 
hospitalized patients at teaching 
institution* experienced a dele¬ 
te r i o u * complication directly 
related to their medical care 
and major complications which 
are life-threatening or a contri¬ 
buting cause Sf . death have 
occurred in some 5 per cent o( 
these patients.
